Among the few things that have heen no
pources of plensure or pride to Philadelphin are
her station houses, which, with mawy who lake
delight—as do the Gothamites—in sbasing the
Quaker Olty in popular estimation, have formed
an excellont groundwork for ridicule. This we
are compelied to acknowledge from a tour of
observation through them, that Phlladelphia
hae very eadly neglected her police stations,
Oae in {\'eal Philadelphla I8 in the basement of
a hall, In the upper storles of which nightly Is
epacted mueh of the iniquity the oflicers are
called upon in varions other places Lo suppress,
The Fourth disirict station, in Cherry street,
has beon indleted as a public nulsance; nnd its
foul condition, resultlng In great part from the
entire Inck of any convenienced, onght to have
put the authorities to shame ere this. Thereare
others of the eame dingy, disagreeable charnetor
thnt we have not time to particularize. There aro
are o few statlon houses erecied especlally for
police purposes, hut they are small, botches of
architecture, and every one wanting in perfeet
adaptation to the bosiness,

Within s duy or go now there will be dedicated
to the city a new edifice, with the opening ul
which we hope will commence a new ora in the
management of that nuwieldly and ultra Domoa-
eratic corps —the police foree. This bullding,
oveupying the site of the venerahle scarecrow
structure which stood on Filleenth street, holow
Walnut, 8.8 model of architectaral beanty; and
from the fact that It was desleoed L

The sccond story,
like that formed by the high roof, isconvertedinto
a lodging-room for those misarable erentures who
happen to be too poor to flnd any other plaee to
rest themselves fora night, One of these rooms
—in order that there may be no discord —will be
reserved for the women amd the othier for the
men. All these rooms are Muroishod with wash-
tubs—a provision which, if considered from
none other than a hyeienie standpoint, descryes
to immertalize the Committee on Palice. The
heating and ventilation of the entire station have
been arravged for with care.

In after years—if, in the gondness of Provi
dence, the first decent station-house Philadel-
phila posgesses is not overwhelmed with desiruce-
tion by the elements; or if, in the inscrutable
wiedom of that body which governs her, it is
not converted to gome other purpose—when the
visitor ghall gtep Iuto this beantiful station, he
will discover, I he but ralse his eves to the
gouthern wall, a shield of polished marble,
from the indented words on which he will learn
that the huilding was erected In the oilicial term
of Hon. Daniel M. Fox, Mayor of the city of
Philadelphia, and 81, Clair A. Mullholland,
Chlef of Police, and will also there discover Lthe
names of the members of the famous Polica
Committee, who etand, =0 long ns this marble
is immutable, exalted anmong men !

THE ORGANIC LAW.

The Natlannl Convention to Mecnre nn Ameond.
ment to It Hecoanizing the Dehty—Ita Pro-
ceedings thin Morning.

After the organization, in Coneert Hall yes-
terday afternoon, of the National Convention to
secure the recognition of God in the Constita-
tion, the particulars of which we published,
Iev. J. Edwards, D. ., of Baltimore, submitted
n eeries of resolutions acknowlediog the ovi-
dent progress of the cause, pledgiug the workers
in it to renewed zeal, and ealling the attention
of the American poeople to the fact that the Con-
etitution was devoid of moral element; that civil
government was an appolntment of God; that
ignoring Him exposed ns to the guilt of formal
pational athelem; and that it ls ol immediate
importanee Lo public morals and soctal order to
gecnre such an amendment as will indicate that
this is a Christinn unalion. The remainder of
the afternoon and the entire of the evening
seeslon were occupied in the discussion of these
resolutions,  The conveuntion then adjouroed
until this morning.

THIS MORNING'S SEBSION.

This morning the convention reassgmbled
10 a'clock The proceedings were opened s
prayer by Rev. Charles Cook, pastor
George's M. E. Chureh.

Kev, bir. Hodgkin, Seeretary of the Evangaii-
eal Allinver, moved that a committes be ap-
polnted to procure a paper on the proper rola-
tion ol religion to the State, to be prezented at
a future meeting of Lthe convention a year heuce,

This motion was secanded.

Judge Hamilton, of Pa., =aid thiz would
amoutt tonothing, beean=e when the conven-
tion ndjourps i adijourns sine die, because it
not uwn organized body. ALl that 18 done should
be done now. 'The way to do the thing is to
woirk with the natiopal representatives of the
peopie. If an amendment is once belore the
legisintivg body no member will dare to oppose
it, for if he does he puts himeelf againgt the
whole Christian sentiment of the couatry. Any
one who does oppose it will pever go bnck o
Liis oflicial position.

The resolution was dizenssed by
Nevin, Rev. Dr. Kennedy, Rov. 1
and others.

An amendment was offered changing the
words “the rvelntion of religion to the Siate”
o the words “the relation of povernment o
God.’

L hig emendment was put to the vole and lost,
on nccount of the mover of the original resoln-
tior romarking that be very much preferred the
original wourdlnge.

A discpssion of greal lengih then ensued on
the oricinal resolution.
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It was moved to refer the whole subject to the

executive commitiee of the convention, This
motlon was alterwards withdrawn becauege Lthere
was noexecutive committee: butit was however,
again renewed on the Presideat stating that an
executive cominittee wonld be appointed. The
motion Lo reler was then agreed Lo, 80 much of
the former resolution as refers to the creation
of the paper being ineluded in the vote.

Profeseor Mellvaine, of the University of
Pepnusylvania, offered the following as covering
tbe whole gronnd, as a prefix to the preamble of
the Constitution of the United States: —

“*We, the people of the United Htates, ae-
knowsledging Almighty God as the ultimate
souree of all authority and power in eivil gov-
erpment, aud the moral laws of the Christian
religion ns of paramount authority, in order to
gecure o more perfect Unlon,™ ete.

Kev. Dr. Edwards spoke on the adoption of
this reeolution. He gave n history of the whole
original formation of the Constitution, and how
it came to be framed withont any mention of
God. MHe also gave a history of the present
movementfor the amendment. He sald that it had
been decided that any aclion here taken should
take the form of a memorial to Congress,and that
uny nmendment that should be thought desira-
ble should be mude in the preamble of the
Constitution, not as an amendment only.

Dr, Edwards also stated that any resolutions
which might be passed would not affect the
standing ol the convention in the minds of the
members of Congress. Anything which will go
before Congress will be embraced In th  wemo-
riul, but various motions and resolutions are
peceesary for the information of the publie,

Rey. Dr. MeAllister, of New_York, took the
latform to explain the resoluiion of Professor
Mellvaln, but wus prevented from speaking by
the pacsage of a motion that the resolution of
amendment to the preamble of the Corstitution
be not entertained at present. ‘This vote not to
eutertain (he resolution was afterwards recon-
gidered, when the order was ehanged, and per-
mistion was given to Mr. McAllister to proceed
with his explanation. Ip this he was preveated
by geveral gentlomen, who themselves went on

to explain at length. Dr. Nevin having
finally galned the floor, spoke In favor
of the resolution of Dr. Mellyain, He

was called Lo order as not speaking Lo Lhe sub-
ject before the house by Dr. Kennedy, An ani-
wated discussion ensued as to whether it wis a

poiet of order. The decislon was flually
left to  the Chair, who decided Lhint
all discusslon was out of order until some dis-

tuct motion was put. The discussion was, how-
ever, continued, as to whether the point of
order wns correct or not. Several geotlemen
differed Irom the deeision of the Chalr,und gave
their views in full for the benelll of the conven
Lion

Dr. Nevin attempted
explanation, but was preveuted by cries of
“MeAllister” from varions parts of the house,

Mr. MeAlllster was roquested not to spesk
until & motion was put, A motion was then
made and agreed to opening the guestion to
diseussion. The President declded that Dr.
Nevin bad the foor, which decislon was not
ngreed to by o arious peravus  present. D,
Nevin was finally heard, when & volee in the
audience remarked that il the President rules
that Dr. Nevin has the floor he ehoald have it.”

Dr. Nevin baving concluded, Mr. Meillister
geain took the stand, but was interrupied by a
motion to adjourn, which was notl arreed Lo,
Mr, MeAlligter then gave an elaborate argument
on the advisabllity of the proposed amendment
to the United Siates Conetitution.

Yesterday the trinl of the Camden election

rioters wns commenced in the Uolted States
District Court at Trenton., Great interest has
attached to this trial from its commencement,

The first person pul upon trinl was
Franels Sonders.  The witnesses for the prose-
cution agreed In their statements that at the
election in November last, in Newtown town-
ehip, Camden county, an ritack was made
upon the colored voters, daring which Son-
ders, who is by the way, a congtable, demanded
that the line should be broken, and when the
crowd refused to break it the belllcose Souders,
with o lawyer named Justice Henry and a few
others, became #o irate that they at once com-
menced an attack upon the line, rushed across
ita head and crowded the voters from the polls
with violence, and using whatever weapons
were at band. SBouders and his friends then
shut the door and declared that now they had

wesession of the polls wod meant W

ceep It; that the —— niggers” had had 1t long
enough. Souders fired geveral pistol-shots, one
at w man Iyving on the floor, aud other from the
window into the crowd; and in the afterncon
when (hree colored men eame guietly to yote,
wet in o crowd or in & lne, and that Soudars
and others set upon them and Kicked them from
the room: about 6 o'clock the ballot-bLox was
tulien out and hroken to pleces. Bouders was
tbe lending spirit in all Lhis violence, awnd the
colored men when sel upon were standing
guletly awalting their turn to vote,

Iu substantiation of (hese facts the {ollowing
wilnesees were examined: —R. (I, Brown, R. I
Margan, James F, Blair, and W. 1. Thomszon,
Their statements were In corroboration of the
statements of the Distriet Allorpey, and a severe
crogs-examination elicited nothing favorable to

the defense. In the course of Brown's Les-
timony he sald the colored men were
peacetul and quieat, and approached
tbe polls with  their  ballots in  thelr

hunds, without using any Insulilog language or
creating any disorder. When the disturbauce
first commenced, Henry and others eaught some
of the colorod men aud pulled them oul of the
Hue. All was guiet afier this until about 9
o'clock, when Henry SBanders and s crowid came
In, and sayivg, “Tie colored men had voted
lopg enongh,” threw themselves on them, nnd
with c¢lubs beat the colored men oot of the
room. After the eolored men weoreé driven ont
they rallied and got the door partly open, when
thev were fired at.

The court adjourned late in the alteruoon until
te-day at 10 o'clock.
